HINTS  TO  PARENTS. 

Written  for  the  Ulster  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and 
the  Blind,  by  Eeverend  John  Kinguam,  Principal. 

The  time  allowed  for  the  education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  our  Institution  being 
necessarily  so  very  limited,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  attention  of  their 
friends  should  be  directed  to  the  early  and  proper  training  which  some  children  ought 
to  receive.  If  there  were  only  a willing  mind,  parents  and  friends  miglit  do  much, 
by  preparatory  training  at  home,  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  these  children  on  ad- 
mission to  our  Institution,  as  well  as  to  beneOt  them  when  they  leave  it. 

1.  UNEDUCATED  DEAF  AND  DUMB  CHILDEEN. 

Such  children  could  easily  be  taught  to  write  on  a slate,  or  otherwise,  in  their 
own  homes,  or  with  their  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  common  school  of  the  neighbour- 
hood. When  the  child  can  form  letters  on  a slate,  it  should  be  taught  the  manual 
alphabet.  This  may  be  done  thus.  Write  the  letter  a on  a slate,  draw  the  child’s 
attention  to  it,  then  teach  it  to  put  its  hand  in  the  position  indicated  in  the  engraved 
manual  alphabet  for  a.  Repeat  this  till  the  sight  of  the  letter  readily  suggests  this 
particular  position  of  the  hand.  Let  the  instructor  then  form  this  letter  on  his  own 
liand,  and  see  if  the  child  can  write  the  letter.  In  the  same  way  proceed  with  the 
other  letters.  The  alphabet  having  been  thus  learned,  give  the  child  names  of  objects, 
or  animals  with  which  it  is  familiar,  beginning  with  words  of  three  letters,  as  hat, 
dog,  pig,  cow,  pin,  tf'c.  Thus  : Write  very  plainly  the  word  hat.  Then  let  the 
child  form  the  letters  h a t on  its  fingers,  and  next  point  to  a hat.  Let  this  process 
be  frequently  repeated,  till  the  letters  come  to  be  associated  with  the  object,  and  fixed 
in  the  memory  of  the  child.  This  being  done,  blot  out  the  word,  point  again  to  the 
object,  and  see  if  the  child  can  write  hat ; and  if  so,  proceed  gradually  to  teach  other 
words  in  the  same  manner,  such  as  those  for  parts  of  the  body,  articles  of  dress, 
furniture,  tools,  ^'c.  Pictures  of  objects  may  be  used  with  much  profit. 

Colours  and  numbers  might  also  be  taught.  In  teaching  numbers,  give  the  child 
a few  objects  to  count,  and  let  them  be  written  down  thus : 1,  one  ; 2,  two  ; 3,  three. 

IX.  DE.AF  AND  DUMB  PUPILS  AT  HOME  DURING  VACATIO.N.  ' 

At  this  time  they  shouhl  bo  taught  the  names  of  parents,  brothers,  sisters, 
uncles,  aunts,  cousins,  <^'c.  i'hus:  Uncle  Andrew  Brown,  Aunt  Charlotte  Dixon, 
&c.  Names  of  places,  particularly  the  residence  of  friends,  neighbouring  towns,  &c., 
might  be  given.  When  the  name  is  first  taught,  the  person  or  place  uamed  must  be 
shown  to  the  child. 

Various  operations  connected  with  agriculture  and  with  the  trades  carried  on  in 
their  neighbourhood,  might  be  explained  to  these  children,  which  would  be  very  difll- 
cidt  to  teach  in  an  Institution  ; for  many  of  these  must  be  seen  to  be  fully  under- 
stood. ■ 

Induce  pupils  while  at  home  to  spend  some  time  daily  in  revising  lessons  in  their 
school-books. 


Hr.  DEAF  mutes  who  HAVE  LEFT  SCHOOL. 

When  pupils  finally  leave  school,  much  may  bo  accomplished  by  friends  in  the 
way  of  carrying  forward  their  education.  They  should  converse  much  with  these 
children,  m very  simple  language,  on  religious  and  other  subjects,  by  means  of  the 
manual  alphabet  and  by  writing.  The  use  of  signs  except  when  trying  to  explain 
diflicult  words  should  be  avoided  and  discouraged.  For  example,  instead  of  si  ming 
to  lie  child  me  a chair,  write  these  words  or  spell  them,  and  always  obligee  the 

child  to  write  or  spell  what  it  has  to  express,  and  correct  for  it  any  errors  in  the 
language  It  employs.  By  adhering  to  this  course,  a desire  will  be' excited  in  the 
minds  of  these  children  to  acquire  and  keep  up  a correct  style  in  the  use  of  written 
impo^rtaLe'^"  attainment  on  their  part  of  the  greatest  difficulty,  and  yet  of  the  highest 

Attention  is  specially  directed  to  the  importance  of  having  these  pupils  immedi- 
ately apprenticed  to  some  trade,  or  occupied  in  some  useful  employment,  on  their

The  Committee  have  very  great  pleasure  iu  submitting  for  the 
information  and  approval  of  the  Subscribers  and  Friends,  their 
Sixteenth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  position  and  proceedings  of  tlie 
Institution  for  the  past  twelve  months — and  in  congratulating  all 
interested  in  the  progress  made.  The  first  subject  meriting  atten- 
tion— 

The  Progress  of  the  Pupils. 

Is  as  usual  quite  satisfactory,  those  pupils  who  have  left  during 
the  year  have  iu  all  cases  proved  to  their  friends  the  substantial 
character  and  basis  on  which  the  Education  imparted  at  the  Insti- 
tution is  founded.  Even  the  dullest  and  most  stupid  intellects 
have  profited  by  the  instruction.  New  Books — The  Australian 
Edition  for  the  use  of  Public  Schools  has  been  adopted  (2  or  3 
months  ago^  as  far  as  the  peculiar  necessities  of  the  Inmates 
would  permit,  a shipment  of  Books  for  both  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
and  the  Blind  is  daily  expected  from  England,  and  a fresh  supply 
of  maps  has  been  obtained. 

The  instruction  in  music  to  the  Blind  and  in  drawing  to  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  still  continues,  Mr.  Watson  has  a few  of  the  most 
forward  of  the  elder  Boys  of  the  latter  class  under  instruction  in 
Eudiments  of  French. 

The  Annual  Examination  was  held  in  December  last  and  passed 
off  satisfactorily,  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  most  proficient. 
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Health  of  the  Pupils. 

Has  been  more  than  usually  good,  no  sickness  of  any  moment 
having  to  be  recorded  during  the  year.  The  Hospital  apart- 
ments having  been  almost  wholly  unoccupied.  Dr.  Eenwick  s 
gratuitous  services  again  entitle  him  to  the  warmest  thanks  and 
most  earnest  good  wishes  of  the  Committee. 

Numher  of  Injiatks. 

At  last  Eeport  there  were  69  Inmates  and  11  have  been  re- 
ceived since  and  1 re-admitted,  making  a total  of  81 — 11  have  left, 
all  of  them  having  received  a sufficient  amount  of  Education  to 
enable  tliem  to  make  their  way  in  the  world  ; among  those  who  have 
left — 1 boy  has  gone  to  earn  his  living  at  chair  caning,  two  girls 
apprenticed  to  Dress  Making  Establishments,  1 Blind  girl  returned 
to  her  friends,  1 boy  is  employed  in  Purvey  Department  by  Queens- 
land Government,  and  1 returned  to  New  Zealand.  There  are 
several  of  the  elder  ones  who  will  at  the  end  of  this  year  return 
to  their  friends  to  pursue  their  various  paths  in  life,  owing  to  this 
Institution  an  enormous  debt  for  the  knowledge  they  now  have, 
to  help  them  in  obtaining  their  own  livelihood  and  making  them 
we  hope  useful  and  w'orthy  members  of  the  community. 

Two  of  the  children  in  Queensland  were  visited  by  one  of  the 
Directors  while  on  a visit  and  were  highly  spoken  of  by  all  who 
came  in  contact  with  them. 

Financial. 

The  amount  of  Subscriptions  and  Donations  has  increased 
£100  Os.  3d.  Those  from  the  country  still  continue  very  satisfac- 
tory and  the  Committee  would  beg  here  to  thank  many  kind 
friends  who  have  taken  lists  and  collected  during  this  year,  and  in 
many  ways  helped  to  augment  the  funds. 

The  number  of  Inmates  has  been  greater  and  e.vpenses  have  not 
lessened,  all  articles  liaving  to  be  purchased  at  a higher  rate. 

Special  receipts  and  donations  have  to  be  noted  as  under — ■ 
Legacy  from  E.vecutors  of  late  Charles  Button,  £50;  also  from 
Hon.  James  White,  M.L.C.,  Executor  of  late  Mrs.  Sarah  W^hite, 
Legacy  of  £50. 

Earl}^  in  the  year  the  Committee  found  it  necessary  to  provide 
a buggy  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  country  collecting  by 
Mr.  Luff,  this  has  proved  a great  success. 
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The  Cotnmittce  notice  with  regret  the  very  few  Legacies  or 
Bequests  made  to  this  Institution  and  would  fondly  hope  some 
of  the  great  \vealth  of  the  colony  will  be  used  in  helping  and  pro- 
viding for  such  worthy  objects  as  the  maintenance  of  so  valuable 
and  necessary  an  Institution  as  this.  Mr.  W.  B.  Campbell’s 
charitable  scheme  of  the  “ Golden  Barrel!  ” realized  for  tlie  funds 
of  the  Institution  the  handsome  sum  of  £100  lOs.  lid.,  and  the 
Committee  in  recognition  of  his  valuable  services  havm  elected  him 
a Life  Director  in  accordance  with  the  Eules. 

The  receipts  for  School  Fees  and  Clothing  show  a marked 
increase  this  year  and  in  a another  portion  of  this  Eeport  special 
attention  is  drawn  to  this  fact. 

Improvements  and  Additions. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  applied  for  and  obtained  from 
the  Mayor  (B.  Palmer,  Esq.)  and  the  Aldermen,  permission  to 
have  a supply  of  the  city  water  gratuitously  and  pipes  have  been  laid 
on  to  the  grounds,  giving  an  additional  source  of  supply  above 
the  ordinary  supply.  The  laying  on  of  this  water  was  carried  out 
by  a member  of  the  Committee  at  cost  price,  and  the  pipes  of  a 
size  sufficiently  large  to  be  of  use  in  case  of  fire  alarm.  Porches 
and  seats  have  been  erected  in  back  verandahs.f 

Plans  were  prepared  iu  January  last  and  tenders  called  for  the 
erection  of  the  dwarf  stone  w’all  and  piers  for  gates  and  railings 
of  a plain  substantial  construction  and  design,  the  wall  is  com- 
pleted and  paid  for,  and  a tender  was  accepted  in  July  last  for  the 
railings  and  gates;  they  will  be  completed  in  a few  weeks,  and  the 
Committee  hope  to  have  funds  enough  to  pay  for  all  these  improve- 
ments, and  with  the  assistance  of  the  friends  carry  out  other  im- 
provements, viz.: — Fencing  and  Gates  to  the  Garden  &c.,  an 
ornamental  play  shed  for  the  children  during  the  heat  of  Summer, 
as  well  as  some  other. 

The  Numbers  for  the  School  and  Diuing  Eoom  having  become 
too  large,  the  Committee  removed  the  School  to  one  of  the 
large  rooms  in  the  Boys’  wing  which  gives  more  space  to  carry  on 
the  teaching  operations. 
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Genebal. 

Another  important  matter  the  Committee  desire  to  press 
urgently  on  the  public  and  friends  of  the  Institution,  is  the  desira- 
bility in  all  cases  of  inducing  the  parents  of  these  afflicted  children 
to  send  them  to  the  Institution  early.  Numerous  cases  have 
come  before  the  Committee  where  they  have  good  reason  to  pre- 
sume that  the  neglect  to  send  these  children  to  be  educated,  has 
almost  of  a certainty  resulted  in  their  lapsing  into  a state  of  half 
Idocy  from  the  want  of  the  discipline  and  educational  advantages 
to  be  obtained  in  this  Institution.  Some  instances  have  happened 
this  year  where  the  children  are  now,  or  about  to  become  inmates 
of  an  Asylum  for  Imbeciles. 

The  Committee  have  also  to  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  the  kind 
services  of  one  of  their  Lady  visitors  through  the  death  of  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Dunsmure. 

During  the  whole  of  this  year  the  Committee  have  given  their 
most  earnest  attention  to  the  matter  of  School  Fees  and  in  many 
instances,  after  due  enquiry,  where  the  parents  could  afford  it,  have 
insisted  on  a higher  rate  of  payment,  resulting  in  an  increased 
amount  of  Fees  to  the  sum  of  £563  19s.,  as  against  £155  18s.  9d. 
last  year,  an  increase  of  £108  Is. 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  thanks  and  hearty  appre- 
ciation of  the  kindness  of  several  of  the  Steam  Boat  Companies 
in  carrying  at  considerably  reduced  rates  and  in  some  cases  free  of 
charge  the  children  to  and  from  their  homes  during  the  year,  thus 
giving  many  pupils  a trip  home  who  otherwise  would  not  have  it, 
to  the  great  benefit  of  their  health  and  also  pecuniarily  to  the 
Funds  of  the  Institution.  And  also  to  the  Sydney  United  Omnibus 
Company  for  free  ’busses  on  several  occasions  for  the  children. 
As  also  free  admission  to  the  Agricultural  Society’s  Exhibition  and 
the  kind  attention  of  Mr.  Wallis  and  Mr.  Joubert. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  acknowledge  the  very  great  kind- 
ness and  attention  shown  on  every  side  to  the  pupils  and  officers 
of  the  Institution  while  on  their  visits  to  various  places,  kind 
friends  in  all  cases  vicing  with  each  other  in  their  efforts  to 
please  and  entertain  the  children;  so  numerous  indeed  are 
these  instances  as  to  render  it  almost  impossible  to  enumerate 
them,  but  in  the  Eeport  will  be  given  a list  of  these  friends. 
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The  follov\ing  very  valuable  and  opportune  services  during  the 
year  are  thankfully  acknowledged.  Mr.  Wigzell,  monthly  to  cut 
the  children’s  hair;  Mr.  James  Henry,  Dentistry;  picnics  to  the 
children  by  Mrs.  John  Hay,  Mr.  Elouis,  Mrs.  T.  Holt ; Mr. 
Eichard  Seymour’s  frequent  donations  of  fresh  fish  ; Colonial 
Sugar  Company,  donations  of  casks  of  treacle;  the  Civil  Service 
Musical  Society,  free  admission  of  the  elder  blind  music  pupils  to 
their  concerts  ; and  many  others,  of  which  a detailed  list  will  be 
printed  with  the  report.  There  are  also  several  ladies  whose  con- 
stant attendance  to  instruct  the  children  in  special  subjects,  and 
to  read  to  the  Blind  pupils,  are  deserving  of  the  warmest  recog- 
nition. 

The  Committee  also  are  indebted  for  the  following  newspapers, 
Sj/dney  Mail,  Australian  Churchman  and  Illustrated  Sydney  News. 

The  Ladies’  Visiting  Committee  still  continue  their  good  offices 
for  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  all  concerned,  and  exercise  a 
wise  discretion  over  the  domestic  concerns  of  the  Establishment. 

Conclusion. 

Tn  concluding  the  Committee  sincerely  commend  the  Institution 
and  its  afflicted  inmates  to  the  care  of  the  Almighty  Eather,  who 
for  His  own  farseeing  ends  has  sent  amongst  us  these  afflicted 
creatures  and  to  Him  the  Committee  desire  to  offer  their  heartfelt 
thanks  for  the  success  attending  their  efforts.  The  Committee 
desire  to  record  the  harmonious  working  together  of  all  concerned, 
for  the  good  effects  and  results  of  their  arduous  and  continued 
exertions. 


Visit  of  Eov.vl  Commissioners  on  Charitable 
Institutions. 

The  gentlemen  appointed  as  a Eoyal  Commission  to  report 
upon  the  charities  of  the  colony,  paid  a visit  of  inspection  in  due 
course  to  this  Institution,  and  in  their  most  exhaustive  and  able 
report  notified  their  impressions  as  being  most  satisfactory,  and 
the  following  extract  from  the  Second  Eeport  of  the  Commis- 
sioners  appointed  to  inquire  into,  and  report  upon,  the  Working 
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and  Management  of  the  Public  Charities  of  the  Colony,  29th 
May,  1871,  page  117 : — 

“The  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind.— This 
Institution  being  to  a small  extent  assisted  by  a Parliamentary 
vote,  ne  made  an  inquiry  into  its  management.  We  found  it 
contained  Twenty-one  Deaf  and  Dumb  Boys,  aud  an  equal  number 
of  Girls  of  the  same  class,  besides  Five  Blind  Boys  and  Seven 
Blind  Girls,  51  in  all.  The  management  a])peared  fo  us  to  be  good, 
and  we  remarked  nothing  calling  for  particular  notice.  The  Insti- 
tution is  conducted  on  unsectarian  principles,  and  from  its  truly 
charitable  character,  is  in  every  way  deserving  of  public  support.” 


The  Following  Note  of  the  Day  in  the  J^cho  of  Oct.  Oth  is 

PRINTED  FOR  THE  INFORMATION  OF  SUBSCRIBERS. 

“ Among  the  public  charities  of  New  South  Wales  there  does  not 
appear  to  bo  one  whicli  is  prosecuting  its  work  more  successfully 
and  pleasantly  than  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and 
the  Blind.  About  seventy  afflicted  children  have  been  under 
instruction  during  the  past  year,  and  the  educational  progress 
made  by  them  seems  to  be  entirely  satisfactory.  There  is 
evidently  no  immediate  danger  of  the  institutiou  being  wrecked  on 
the  rock  of  finance.  The  income  last  year  reached  an  aggregate 
of  £2,8G0,  of  which  amount  the  Government  grant  was  only  £150. 
It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  public  have  responded  so  heartily 
to  an  appeal  for  these  little  ones  w’h(3  have  been  so  heavily  handi- 
capped by  Nature.  Perhaps  one  reason  why  this  institution  is 
enabled  to  present  so  cheering  a report  is  that  it  has  never  been 
associated  with  sectarian  bickerings,  or  bitter  jealousies,  or  un- 
happy misunderstandings.  It  has  been  chiefly  managed  by  ladies, 
and  perhaps  we  are  justified  in  attributing  to  that  fact  the  peace 
and  harmony  which  have  prevailed.  It  is  a great  pitv  that  any 
public  charity  should  be  converted  into  a battle-ground.  We  are 
glad  to  learn  that  the  committee  have  given  their  most  earnest 
attention  to  the  matter  of  fees,  and  have  insisted  on  higher  pay- 
ments where  parents  are  rich  enough  to  afford  them.  There  has 
been  a suspicion  abroad  that  some  such  action  as  this  was  neces- 
sary. The  public  are  willing  enough  to  assist  poor  people  to  get 
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their  Jeafaud  dumb  aud  blind  cbildrcn  educated  ; but  tlie  opulent 
need  no  such  help.  The  Kev.  G-eorge  King,  in  moving  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  yesterday,  said  that  those  charitably  disposed 
people  who  feared  imposition  might  contribute  to  this  institution 
with  every  feeling  of  confidence  that  their  money  will  not  he 
misdirected.  This  is  true ; aud  we  trust  those  who  have  cash 
balances  and  generous  hearts  will  take  Mr.  King’s  hint  for  the 
coming  year.” 

The  Following  is  the  Eeport  Presented  to  the  Govern- 
ment AND  Parliament  by  the  Inspector  of  Charities. 

The  Inspector  of  Charities  reports  of  this  Institution  as  follows  ; — 

*■  Tills  very  popular  and  truly  charitable  institution  is  subsidized  by 
Government  only  to  the  extent  of  £450,  and  is  under  the  control  of  its 
own  elected  board  and  directory. 

The  objects  set  forth  in  its  prospectus  are  to  educate  and  maintain 
children  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind,  to  enable  them  to  earn  their  own 
living,  make  them  useful  members  of  society,  and  prevent  them  be- 
coming burdensome  to  others  in  after  life. 

In  order  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  its  operations,  render  tlie  internal 
administration  more  economical,  and  so  increase  its  means  for  imparting 
a thoroughly  good  system  of  education,  the  directors  decided  on  admit- 
ting on  certain  conditions  into  the  institution  children  from  the  neigh- 
bouring colonies  of  Queensland,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand,  where  to 
the  present  time  no  institutions  of  similar  character  exist.  Among 
these  conditions  are  two,  viz.  : — 

1st.  That  a guarantee  bo  given  that  a child  on  leaving  the  institution 
shall  be  conveyed  to  its  own  colony. 

2nd.  That  its  cost  while  in  the  school  shall  be  paid  by  responsible 
parties  to  the  extent  of  £25  per  annum. 

When  obtainable,  the  above  sum  of  £25  is  always  demanded,  but 
pauper  children  residing  in  this  colony  are  received  free,  and  in  cases 
where  the  parents  or  guardians  cannot  command  the  full  sum,  less  is 
accepted  after  due  inquiiy. 

No  child  is  eligible  under  seven  years  of  age,  nor  excepting  in  special 
cases,  beyond  twelve  years. 

As  education  can  only  be  received  slowly,  owing  to  physical  disability, 
pupils  may  continue  in  the  institution  until  the  age  of  eighteen.  In 
the  great  majority  of  cases,  however,  they  leave  much  earlier — say  at 
fifteen  or  sixteen  years  old. 
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No  trades  are  tauglit,  experience  in  similar  institutions  elsewhere 
tending  to  show  that  it  is  preferable  to  confine  the  attention  of  pupils 
to  their  mental  cultivation,  leaving  handicrafts  to  be  acquired  after- 
wards as  apprentices,  in  ordinary  workshops.  I have  not  myself 
collected  sufficient  evidence  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  correctness 
of  this  theory,  but  in  practical  working  the  plan  is  unavoidable  so  long 
as  the  numbers  to  be  taught  are  very  limited,  as  at  present  is  the  case. 

The  domestic  work  of  the  establishment  is  all  done  bj-  the  pupils 
(the  deaf  mutes).  The  blind  who  show  talent  are  taught  music,  with 
a view  to  its  becoming  a means  of  livelihood. 

The  conduct  of  such  an  institution  has  of  course  to  be  peculiar,  and 
is  in  some  respects  necessarily  expensive.  The  management  appears 
excellent,  and  has  the  advantage  of  a ladies’  committee,  which  works 
harmoniously  with  the  matron  of  the  institution.  The  children  look 
clean  and  well  cared  for,  happy  and  contented.  As  may  be  expected 
both  from  the  slowness  of  its  inception  and  the  wide  difference  in  the 
ages  at  which  the  pupils  severally  begin  their  education,  the  classes 
are  very  irregular.  I observed  also  a considerable  diversity  of  intellec- 
tual strength  in  the  children. 

A summary  of  the  working  of  the  institution  from  its  foundation  may 
be  found  in  the  following  note,  transcribed  from  the  last  published 
annual  report  : — 

To  doth  September  last,  there  have  been  131  children  received — 112 
deaf  and  dumb  and  19  blind  ; CU  have  been  returned  : 6 were  found 
idiotic  and  beyond  the  infiuence  of  education — these  were  removed  to 
asylums  for  the  insane  ; 1 died  ; GG  remained  at  date  in  the  school.  In 
15  families,  two  or  more  were  deaf  mutes.  108  came  from  New  South 
Wales,  17  from  Queensland,  2 from  New  Zealand,  3 from  Tasmania, 
and  1 from  South  Australia. 

The  balance-sheet  for  last  year  shows  that  the  public  subscribed  a 
sum  of  £1428  18s.  9d.,  and  that  a further  amount  of  £453  Is.  Oil.  was 
received  for  school  fees  and  clothing.  This  is  in  most  favourable  con- 
trast to  the  results  shown  by  most  of  our  other  charitable  institutions, 
where  the  difference  between  respective  amounts  of  subscriptions  and 
pajmients  as  compared  with  the  Government  subsidy  is  very  discoura- 
ging- 
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COMPOSITION  BY  THE  PUPILS. 

The  following  specimens  of  com])ositiou,  or  essays  are  the  work 
of  some  of  the  elder  pupils,  (the  subjects  are  of  their  own  choosing) 
and  receive  no  correction  except  such  as  their  respective  writers 
can  make  on  a careful  review,  when  the  prominent  errors  are 
pointed  out  by  a Teacher.  In  judging  them  it  is  well  to  remem- 
ber the  ages  of  the  writers,  and  the  length  ot  time  at  school.  And 
that  very  few  if  any  had  acquired  a knowledge  of  written  or  spoken  ^ 
language  previously  to  their  admission  into  the  Institution.

I did 
not  see  him  because  ho  was  away.  I liked  to  see  Gladesvillc.  It  is  near 
I’arramatta.  There  are  many  trees  and  other  plants  there.  Wo  returned 
hero  at  7 o’clock.  We  feel  very  thankful  to  Mr.  Jeannerct  for  his  great 
kindness  also  to  other  kind  people.

God  lays 
affliction  on  men.  Why?  For  their  good.  Affliction  came  into  the  world 
wh«n  Adam  and  Eve  had  sinned.  Sin  causes  trials  and  sufferings.  All  men 
suffer.  Both  good  and  bad  must  endure  affliction.  God  afflicts  the  righteous 
to  humble  them  before  Himself,  to  try  their  faith,  and  to  promote  His  own 
glory.  God  afflicts  the  wicked  as  a punishment  for  their  sin,  and  to  show 
His  own  justice.  Job  when  tried  said,  “ Naked  came  I out  of  my  mother  s 
womb  and  naked  shall  I return  thither ; the  Lord  gave  and  the  Lord  hath 
taken  away  ; blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord.”  Eli  when  in  anxiety  said, 
“It  is  the  Lord,  let  him  do  what  seometh  Him  good.”  Wo  should  learn  to 
hate  sin  and  to  love  holiness.  Wo  should  call  upon  the  Lord  in  our  tribula- 
tion. David  said,  “ Before  I was  afflicted  I went  astray,  but  now  have  I kept 
Thy  word.

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SPEECHES  AND  PROCEEDINGS 

AT  THE 

SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  PUBLIC  MEETING. 

Extracted  from  the  daihj  Eress. 


The  Kixteentli  aiinual  meeting  of  the  Rubscribers  to  the  New  South 
Wales  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind  was  held  at  the 
Asylum,  Newtown  Hoad,  yesterday  afternoon.  The  School  Boom  had 
been  newly  coloured  and  had  a bright  and  cheerful  appearance,  was  hung 
round  with  drawings  and  fern  pictures  the  work  of  the  children.  There 
was  a very  large  attendance  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  interested  in  the 
institution.  His  Excellency  Sir  Hercules  Kobinson  presided.  Among 
those  present  were  Captain  and  Hrs.  St.  John,  Revs.  Dr.  Lang,  G.  King, 
S.  Wilkinson,  H.  Macrcdie,  C.  Olden,  S.  Hungerford,  W.  Scott,  W. 
Bradley,  Hon.  A.  Levy,  M.L.C.,  Fiji  ; Messrs.  J.  Henry,  Hugh  Robison, 
G.  A.  Lloyd,  M.L.A.,  J.  Mills,  J.  Paxton,  J.P.,  Ellis  Robinson,  J.  Hay- 
lock,  E.  Saber,  M.  Levy,  Rev.  W.  Hough,  and  Mr.  Thomas.  Among  the 
ladies  present  were  Mrs.  Goodlet,  Mrs.  Baillie,  Mrs.  Lang,  Mrs.  Levy, 
Mrs.  King,  Mrs.  Love,  Miss  Mackie,  Mrs.  and  Miss  Holt,  Mrs.  Threlkeld, 
and  Mrs.  IMacgregor. 

His  Exckllency,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  : Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men,— It  affords  me  much  gratification  to  be  present  once  more  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  New  South  Wales  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  and  the  Blind.  Five  years  have  elapsed  since  I first  presided  here 
over  a gathering  similar  to  the  present,  and  in  the  interval  I have  marked 
with  much  satisfaction  the  firm  and  increasing  hold  which  this  excellent 
institution  has  taken  upon  the  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  public  of 
New  South  Wales.  The  result  has  been  that  this  institution  has  steadily 
advanced  in  efficiency,  and  has  been  enabled  year  by  year  to  extend  the 
sphere  of  its  operations  and  of  its  usefulness.  The  annual  report  which 
is  about  to  be  laid  before  you  shows  that  the  transactions  of  the  past 
yeaiGiave  been  quite  as  favourable  as  those  of  any  year  that  preceded 
it.  The  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  more  than  usually  good.  Their 
educational  progress  has  been  satisfactory.  The  number  of  the  inmates 
has  been  maintained  at  70 — one  in  excess  of  the  previous  j’ear — whilst 
the  increases  which  have  taken  place  both  in  subscriptions  and  the 
school  fees  has  enabled  the  committee  not  onlj'  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penditure, but  also  to  carry  out  many  very  desirable  improvements  with- 
out incurring  an}'  considerable  debt.  These  are  results  on  which  I may 
lanly  congratulate  all  present.  (Cheers.)  And  I think  that  they  evince 
a careful  solicilude  and  watchfulness  of  the  interests  of  this  institution 
on  tlie  part  of  all  tliose  engaged  in  its  management,  which  entitles  them 
to  our  warmest  tlianks.  I will  now  call  upon  the  hon.  secretary  to  read 
the  annual  report.  (Cheers.) 
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Jlr.  Ellis  Robinson  (hon.  secretary)  then  read  tlie  Report,  to  be  found 
on  previous  pages. 

In  the  absence  of  the  hon.  Treasurer  through  illness,  the  hon.  secre- 
tary road  a balance-sheet,  following  items  : — The  subscriptions  and 
donations  from  the  public  amounted  to  T728  18s.;  amount  received  for 
school  fees,  £4.33  Tis.  9d.;  repayments  by  parents  for  clothing,  £130 
6s.  3d.;  collected  in  New  South  Wales  by  ilr.  Luff,  £800  Is.;  other 
collections,  £42  IDs.  Gd.;  legacj",  late  Charles  Button,  £50  ; grant  from 
Government  £450  ; W.  B.  Campbell’s  golden  barrel,  £100  10s.  lid.  ; 
donation  from  employees  Northern  Railway,  (Queensland,  £33  4s.  ; and 
sundry  other  amounts  to  debit  of  income,  making  £2,862  11s.  4d.  in  all. 
On  the  side  of  expenditure,  there  is  the  sum  of  £750  17s.  for  salaries, 
&c.  ; provisions,  £540  13s.  6d.  ; furniture,  repairs,  &c.,  £234  7s.  7d. ; 
clothipg,  &c.,  £211  7s.  lid.  ; advertising  and  printing,  £153  6s.  3d.  ; 
commission,  &c.,  £343  14s.;  transferred  to  building  fund,  for  wall,  £300  ; 
and  sundry  amounts,  leaving  £130  14s.  3d.  to  credit  in  the  bank.  There 
is  still,  however,  a liability  to  be  met  of  about  £247  10s.  for  erection 
of  iron  railing  and  gates,  &c.  ■ 

Rev.  G.  King  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  balance-sheet.  He 
remarked  that  the}’  had  often  had  occasion  to  congratulate  the  friends 
and  supporters  of  this  institution  on  the  result  of  the  year’s  work,  which 
they  came  there  periodically  to  review,  lie  was  happy  to  be  able  to 
state  that  the  present  was  not  an  exception  to  the  general  rule.  Eleven 
additional  pupils  had  been  received  during  the  year,  and  twelve  had  left, 
having  completed  their  education.  It  was  to  this  latter  class  that  they 
must  look  in  forming  an  estimate  of  the  success  of  that  institution,  and 
it  was  not  merely  the  number  that  have  been  educated  within  those 
walls  that  constituted  the  criterion  of  their  success — they  must  look  also 
to  the  kind  of  education  imparted,  to  the  character  and  the  discipline 
exercised  over  tliem,  and  the  utility  of  the  industrial  habits  which  they 
have  learned.  They  received  pupils  in  all  their  native  deficiency,  both 
the  blind  and  the  deaf  and  dumb,  their  object  being  to  raise  up  a struc- 
ture of  moral,  intellectual,  and  industrial  manhood.  In  each  case  new 
faculties  have  to  be  created,  and  when  formed  are  to  bo  educated  and 
directed  both  for  this  world  and  that  which  is  to  come.  In  their  review 
of  this  great  work  they  had  felt  their  own  powerlessness,  and  they 
acknowledged  that  their  sufficiency  was  altogether  of  God.  With  refer- 
ence to  the  educational  acquirements  of  the  pupils  those  present  would 
be  able  to  form  an  estimate  for  themselves  by  the  examination  which 
was  to  be  held  in  their  presence,  and  they  were  at  liberty  to  ask  any 
questions  they  pleased  on  the  various  subjects  set  down  in  the  programme. 
And  with  regard  to  the  industrial  habits  of  the  children  he  would  observe 
that  the  pupils,  both  male  and  female,  were  engaged  during  a portion 
of  the  day  in  industrial  pursuits  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
household  affairs  there,  and  in  the  adjoining  grounds,  besides  which  the 
boys  learn  trades  as  far  as  practicable,  and  the  girls  learn  dressmaking. 
Four  pupils  had  thus  been  educated,  and  are  now  able  to  maintain  them- 
selves by  the  labour  of  their  own  hands.  A fifth  had  recently  been 
apprenticed  to  the  trade  of  chair-caning,  and  having  expressed  a desire 
to  learn  basket-making  also,  that  desire  he  was  happy  to  say  had  been 
gratified  by  the  kindness  of  a lady,  who  had  contributed  the  required 
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amount  of  fees.  That  was  an  example  which  he  trusted  would  be 
followed  by  many.  He  regarded  the  acquisition  of  industrial  habits,  and 
the  learning  of  trades  there  as  a very  important  branch  of  the  education 
of  the  children  in  that  institution.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  hoped  the  tune 
was  not  far  distant  when  they  would  have  an  opportunity  to  peyote 
more  constant  attention  to  industrial  pursuits  than  they  had  been  hither- 
to able  to  do.  llany  well-disposed  persons  when  solicited  for  a contn- 
bution  to  such  a charitable  cause,  excused  themselves  by  saying  “pro- 
tect us  from  imposition  and  wo  will  support  you  to  the  utmost  of  our 
power.”  To  such  persons  he  could  confidently  recommend  that  institu 
tion.  There  could  be  no  imposition  tlicre.  Tliere,  in  every  case,  both 
of  the  blind  and  the  de.af  and  duitib,  they  marked  the  haml  of  Divine 
Providence.  Neither  of  those  afllictions  arose  from  anj  fault  of  the 
children  themselves,  or  of  their  parents.  Whatever  the  cause  that  one 
result  they  clearly  perceived  ; in  it  they  beheld  the  hand  of  Divine  Pro- 
vidence, taking  each  of  those  afflicted  children  and  leading  them  to  the 
door  of  that  institution  and  commending  them  to  the  tender  care  of  His 
more  favoured  children,  and  thus  give  them  an  opportunity  of  ininister- 
ing  to  their  wants  by  an  appropriate  education,  and  furnishing  them 
with  some  equivalent  for  the  loss  of  those  senses  which  nature  had  so 
mysteriously  denied  to  them  and  what  higher  privilege  could  be  con- 
ferred on  mortals  here  below  than  that  of  supplementing  the  deficiencies 
of  nature  by  the  education  imparted  here.  They  raised  up  those  afflicted 
children  from  their  native  state  of  ignorance  and  helplessness  to  become 
intellectual  and  industrious  ; to  bo  able  to  iiiaintain  themselve.s  by  the 
labour  of  their  own  hands,  and  to  attain  the  grand  end  of  man’s  being, 
both  as  members  of  society  here,  and  heirs  of  immortality  hereafter. 
That  was  an  object  worthy  of  the  highest  beneficence.  That  was  an 
institution  to  wliich  every  individual  in  the  community  might  conscien- 
tiously contribute,  for  it  was  absolute! j'  free  from  all  sectarianism  and 
in  its  nature  and  character  purely  charitable.  Ho  should  not  occupy 
their  time  any  longer,  but  begged  to  move  the  adoption  of  the  report. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  M.  Lkvy,  J.P.,  seconded  the  motion,  and  expressed  his  delight 
at  seeing  the  meeting  so  numerously  attended,  especially  by  the 
ladies.  He  also  had  great  pleasure  at  seeing  the  advancement  made  by 
the  afflicted  pupils. 

The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Rev.  Dr.  Lang  said  having  been  identified  with  that  institution  from 
its  origin  he  had  witnessed  its  gradual  advancement  and  its  present 
condition  with  very  great  pleasure  indeed.  On  one  occasion  when  it  was 
in  a much  earlier  state  of  jirogress  than  it  had  now  attained  to,  he  was 
sent  with  others  by  the  office-bearers  to  Sir  Charles  Cowper,  who  was  then 
Premier,  and  who  was  well  atfected  to  the  institution  and  to  himself  at 
the  time,  expecting  that  he  would  only  succeed  in  getting  2^  acres  of 
land,  being  one-half  the  extent  there  was  then  available  in  that  locality. 
He  found  Sir  Charles,  however  in  a very  good  mood,  and  favourably 
disposed  both  to  the  institution  and  to  himself,  and  by  reasoning  a little 
on  the  subject  he  got  Sir  Charles  to  give  them  the  whole  live  acres  which 
were  now  the  property  of  the  institution.  He  had  had  great  pleasure  in 
observing  the  gradual  advancement  of  the  institution  to  its  present  condi- 
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tion,  and  the  great  benefit  it  had  conferred  under  its  very  worthy  agent 
Mr.  Watson,  and  the  otlier  officers.  They,  the  Cominittee,  had  not  only 
rendered  great  service  to  the  afflicted  of  New  South  Wales,  but  they  had 
also  extended  the  assistance  to  the  neighbouring  colonies  of  Queens- 
land, and  New  Zealand,  and  even  Tasmania,  and  they  had  now  a greater 
body  of  beneficiaries  to  present  to  the  public  as  the  result  of  the  labours 
of  that  institution  ; assisted  as  they  had  been  by  a generous  public.  The 
audience  were  aware  that  a large  portion  of  tlie  expenditure  of  the 
institution  was  provided  from  the  contributions  of  the  Government  and 
Parliament  of  the  colony.  The  annual  donation  from  this  source  at  pre- 
sent was  £460,  and  the  debt  he  had  to  discharge  was  to  propose, — “ That 
the  thanks  of  this  meeting  are  hereby  given  to  the  Government  and 
Parliament  for  the  annual  donation  of  £450,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
institution.” 

liev.  W.  Scorr  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Rev.  S.  Wilkinson  moved, — “That  the  following  gentlemen  do  con- 
stitute the  committee  for  the  ensuing  year  ; — President,  the  Rev.  George 
King,  M.A.  ; Vice-president,  Rev.  Dr.  Lang;  lion.  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Henry  Phillips;  Hon.  t ecretary,  Mr.  Ellis  Robinson  ; Hon.  Surgeon, 
Mr.  Arthur  Renwick,  M.D.  ; committee,  Mr.  E.  T.  Beilby,  Mr.  S.  G. 
Brown,  M.L.A.,  Hon  John  Frazer,  M.L.C.  ilr.  J.  R.  Fairfax,  Mr.  Robert 
Hills,  Mr.  James  Henry,  Mr.  J.  R.  Linsley,  J.P.,  Rev.  James  Milne, 
ALA.,  Mr.  F.  R.  Robinson,  Mr.  George  F.  Wise,  Mr.  J.  R.  Love,  Mr. 
Joseph  Paxton,  Mr.  E.  Saber,  Rev.  W.  Scott,  Air.  John  Alills.” 

Rev.  H.  A1acre.\die  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to 
without  dissent. 

A vote  of  thanks  to  his  E.xcellency  for  presiding  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Several  pieces  of  music  were  sung  and  performed  on  the  piano  and 
harmonium  by  the  blind  pupils,  in  a manner  that  evinced  the  great 
pains  taken  with  them  by  their  teacher  Miss  Sharpe.  Children,  both 
blind,  and  deaf  and  dumb,  were  then  examined  in  several  subjects  of 
instruction  by  Mr.  Watson,  and  their  answers  showed  considerable  pro- 
ficiency and  intelligence.  All  the  children  looked  exceedingly  clean, 
healthy,  and  happy,  and  their  demeanour  towards  their  teachers  indicated 
love  and  gratitude  ; they  all  appeared  pleased  at  being  the  objects  of 
so  much  attention,  and  this  feeling  was  expressed  by  one  of  the  mute 
girls  in  writing  on  the  black-board  in  language  well  chosen  and  appro- 
priate to  the  occasion. 

The  National  Anthem  was  sung  by  the  blind  children,  after  which 
the  meeting  terminated.

Information  and  Directions  relative  to  the  Admission 
of  Children  to  the  Institution. 

1.  Applications  must  be  iu  writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
sent  before  tlie  child  is  brought  to  the  Institution,  and  should 
contain  as  full  information  as  possible,  the  necessary  forms  can 
be  obtained  of  the  Hon.  Secretary, 

2.  Pupils  are  admissible  from  any  part  of  the  colony  of  New 
South  Wales,  and  under  certain  conditions,  from  Queensland, 
Tasmania,  and  New  Zealand. 

3.  No  child  deficient  in  intellect,  subject  to  fits,  or  unable  to 
wash  and  dress  itself,  can  be  considered  a fit  subject  for  admission. 

4.  Children  from  seven  to  twelve  years  of  age  are  eligible  for 
admission,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  age  be  above  15  years. 

5.  No  order  will  be  given  by  the  Committee  for  a child’s 
admission  until  the  medical  certificate  has  been  obtained. 

6.  Children  on  entering  the  Institution  are  required  to  have 
two  complete  suits  of  clothing,  for  school  or  week-day  wear,  to 
be  of  dark  colour,  and  a better  suit  for  Sunday,  and  be  provided 
with  clothing  (see  list)  by  their  parents  or  friends  during  their 
residence,  each  child  must  be  provided  with  a Box  or  Trunk  in 
which  to  keep  clean  clothing  for  use.  If  £o  is  remitted  the 
Committee  will  purchase  outfit  on  admission. 

7.  Any  amounts  remitted  to  the  Secretary  for  the  purchase 
of  clothing  will  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
of  Management. 

8.  The  fees  payable  in  ordinary  cases  for  the  board,  educa- 
tion, &c.,  of  children  iu  the  Institution  are  : — £25  per  annum  ; 
in  special  cases  a lower  scale  of  fees  is  adopted. 

9.  In  the  case  of  pauper  children,  a certificate  of  inability  to 
pay  any  fee  must  be  obtained  from  known  individuals. 

10.  The  fees  are  payable  in  advance,  and  date  from  the  time 
of  admission. 

11.  Children  cannot  bo  permitted  to  leave  the  Institution 
unless  with  the  direct  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Committee. 

12.  In  addition  to  the  usual  educational  course  the  girls  are 
taught  household  duties,  and  the  boys  out-door  and  other  work. 

13.  The  vacations  are  5 weeks  at  Christmas,  and  1 week  at 
Mid- Winter,  and  it  is  essential  that  pupils  should  return  to  the 
Institution  on  the  day  fixed  to  commence  duties  after  each  vaca- 
tion, and  with  their  clothing  clean  and  in  proper  order.  See  List. 

14).  The  average  term  of  Eesideuce  in  the  Institution  is  for 
Deaf  and  Dumb  pupils  G to  8 years,  and  for  Blind  pupils  3 to  5 
years. 

15.  The  Parents  and  Friends  of  children  are  admitted  once 
a fortnight,  on  Thursdays,  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  3 p.m. 

16.  The  Children  are  permitted  to  visit  their  friends  once  a 
month,  on  special  application  being  made  to  the  Committee.
